Allied Natiops of Europe would 
have accepted the amendments 
which the United States Senate at- 
tached to the League of Nations 
covenant during the Wilson admin- 
istration, Myron T. Herrick, Amer- 
ican Ambassador to France, told 
members of the National Security 
League today. * 

“When the Senate amendments 
were finally attached to the cove- 
nant of the League of Nations,”’ 
said Herrick, “it was my hope that 
the administration theh in power 
would “permit this treaty to gO 
back to Europe for acceptance by 
the Allied Powers, and it is my 
firm belief that had such action 
been taken, there would have 
been prompt acceptance by those 
nations. I have been repeatedly 
assured by the representatives of 
these nations that they would will- 
ingly have acquiesced in the adop- 
tion of the treaty.”’ 

The Ambassador declared that 
the Dawes plan “‘carries the high- 
est hope that Europe has held since 
the\war fell upon it 10 years ago.” 
He said he was convinced that in 
Settling this problem, America’s 
aid was as necessary’ as in 1917 
and that without such aid “there 
was little likeMhood of this mutual 
agreement -being satisfactorily 
reached among themselves.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—H. H. 
Kohlsaat, noted former Chicago 
publisher’and close friend of many 
Presidents, died here today at the 
homegf Secretary Hoover. He was 
71 years old. 

Death resulted from a stroke of 
paralysis suffered by Kohlisaat at 
the Hoover residence, Tuesday. 
‘Mrs. Kohisaat and their two 
daughters, Mrs. Potter Palmer of 
Chicago and Mrs. Roger Shepard 
of St. Paul, were with him at the 
time of his death. 

He had come to Washington for 
a visit and, although he had been 
in poor health for some months, 
his condition had not been consid- 
ered serious. He was 71 years old. 

For many years Kohisaat had 
| been on terms of intimacy with a 
| wide circle of public men. He was 
consulted on public questions by 
| McKinley, Roosevelt, Wilson and 
| Harding, and many times had been 
| a house guest at the White House. 

Recently he had not taken an 
active part in politica, but re- 
mained the friend and adviser of 
those of his many acquaintances 
who are in public life. He had 
retired from active newspaper 
work in 1913 and had devoted 
much time since té the writing of 
historical sketches of public events 
with which he had had an intimate 
personal connection. 

No announcement wag made of 
the stroke suffered Tuesday, and 
for a time there was hope of his 
recovery. His condition took a 
turn for the worse early today, 
however, and he passed away 4 
few minutes before noon. |

procedure of Secretary Work, who 
personally arranged and directed 
the system, was of a kind to dis- 
courage and gall the best-inten- 
tioned and to make every serious 
effort futile. High praise is due 
the men of the reclamation service 
than a year of these depressing 
conditions. 

“‘*Early last year, when Secre- 
tary Work, soon after taking of- 
fice, dismissed Arthur P. Davis, 
the experienced director of the 
reclamation service, his denuncia- 
tion of engineers and the engineer- 
ing conduct of the service was dis- 
counted as a mere gesture to justi- 
fy his attitude toward Mr. Davis. 
But the Secretary’s course of ac- 
tion since then does not support 
this view. It has been made clear 
that his hostility is directed against 
the entire engineering organization 
and that he is moving straight In 
the direction of wrecking the serv- 
ice completely.’ ” 

“Represents Private Interests.” 

The reason for the existence of 
such conditions is simple, Oldfield 
said. “Secretary Work was put at 
the head 6f the Interior Depart- 
ment through the influence of pri- 
vate power interests that are doing 
everything possible to prevent and 
discredit Government power devel- 
opment and operatien because 
they want that rich privilege for 
themselves.

You could sit in the Senate gallery last 


winter and look at the men who led the 
fight upon the league. They looked like 
ghosts. Their power was gone. They 
seemed old and worn. Most of their com- 
panions had already been defeated at the 
polls. Some of them were dead, and it was 
not easy to say if some of those still present 
were among the living. 

Thrasymachus: Maybe a bad conscience 
crumples one up like that. 

Socrates: It is not an aid either to physi- 
cal or political well-being, of course. The 
truth is that man is somewhat  sus- 
tained by his morale. It keeps him 
going, just as the morale of an army keeps 
it on its toes and eager for battle. The fight 
on the League of Nations was a bad fight. 
It was immoral. The world has condemned 
it by going ahead with the league whether 
we co-operate or not. There ie not a re- 
sponsible opinion anywhere in the world 
that deviates from the world-wide faith in 
the league as the hope of humankind. These 
men, of course, know that. They know that 
in fighting the league they were aiding the 
forces of evil. There are inspiration and 
strength fn battling for the right, but to 
battie for the wrong ts only to collapse at 
last whether you win for the moment or 
not.

100,417 Men and 7798 Women Are

tenancy is nearing the saturation

cultural census is not expected to 
YTecord a great increase over the 
1920 census In the amount of land 
that is farmed by tenants, accord- 
ing to A. J. Suratt, agricultural 
statistician for Illinois. 


lant farmers now eccupy almost 
half of the farm land in Illinois. 
The 1920 census figures showed 
that 42.7 per cent of the farm land 
in the State was operated by ten- 
ants. The amount of land in the 
entire country farmed by tenants 
at the time of the last census was 
38 per cent. 

The amount of land operated by 
tenant farmers in Illinois, has been 
gradually increasing since the time 
of the first agricultural census tin 
1880 when 31.4 per cent of the 
farmiands in the State were rented. 

Recent available figures, Suratt 


eaid. show that there are 237.181 | 


farms in the State totalling 31,- 
974,775 acres. 

“Statements credited to the De- 

partment of Agriculture in Wash- 
ington say that many farmers with 
sufficient capital to purchase the 
farms they now rent are remain- 
ing tenants from choice,” Surrat 
said. 
Government figures show that 
average acreage of farms owned 
ang operated by tenants in Illinois 
js 148.2 acres. The average size 
of the owner-operated farm is 
122.7 acres. Of the tenant farmers 
in Illinois, 100,417 are men and 779 
are women.

The candidate's excoriation of 
the the President’s® complacency 
in the face of corruptoin in his 
government took the following 
barbed form: 
“rT do not share for a moment 
the language awhich to me is more 
painful and disturbing than any I 
have heard from a chief executive 
of any state in this country or na- 
tion in the world—the language of 
palliation and apology, instead of 
denunciation and indignation. The 
statement that the wonder is not 
that this was so much or so many, 
but, rather, that it has been so little 
and so few.”’ 

Arms Conference. 
Davis. scorched the Fordney-Mc- 
Cumber tariff act with quotations 
from Republican papers. Asserting 
that he had no desire to belittle 
the work of the Washington arms 
conference, he pointed.out that it 
dealt only with first-class battle- 
ships, ‘“‘which the experts tell us 
are destined sooner or later to be 
obsolete engines of war.’’ 
There was great applause when 
he added: “For myself, I look for 
the coming day when the nations 
of the world will sit in council on 
that great question (disarmament) 
and if it should be in. June, 1925, 
and I am President of the United 
States, we shall be there.” 
Davis concluded with an analy- 
sis of the unrest in the United 
States and his prescription for its 
cure. The eloquence of the words 
moved the audience to frequent ap- 
plause. 
“I believe the thing that is wrong 
with America today, more perva- 
sive and deep-seated than perhaps 
we know or realize, more danger- 
ous in its consequences than even 
the wisest can, foreshadow is, above 
all, a deep and profound loss of 
faith. 
“There is in this country a loss 
of faith, first of all, in- the-rhar- 
acter and fidelity of our public 
servants... What else does it mean 
when all over the country men are 
ready to believe the worst of those 
whom they have elevated to office, 
and to roll on their tongues as a 
sweet morsel any scandal that may 
arise in official position? 
“There is a deep loss of faith in 
this country in the promises of 
political parties, because again and 
again the American people have 
read in platforms and heard rpon 
the stump promises so broad and 
sweeping that not even the imag- 
ination of genius could’ explain 
them, or the strength of a Her- 
cules could carry them out. 
Lack of l'aith in Fundamentals. 
“There ia a deep and profound 
loss of faith, in the greac funda- 
mentals oc popular governrrent. 
Men and wemen over this land are 
coming to Lelieve—not a mai »rity, 
I am glad to think, perhaps not yet 
even a formidable minority, but 
enough of them to be worth con- 
sideration—that, after all, this old 
structure that our fathers builded, 
that has she’tered us and our fore- 
fathers before us in security for 
so Many yeors, is built upon wrong 
lines, and we must tear it all down 
and raise castles in the air of our 
own devising And it shows itself 
not only in the broad but in de- 
tail. , 
“There ur2 men in this country 
today who deny the right of free 
speech, no Icnger believing in the 
wholesome truth that the wreutést 


of all disinfectants, physical or 
moral, is fiesh air. 
‘There are those who attack 


freedom of the press, particularly 
if they feel themselves outraged by 
its criticisin. And there are oth- 
ers, I believe, and I think their 
numbers are much fewer than we 
fancy, who doubt and distrust and 
fear the great guarantees of re- 
ligious freedom that have made 
this country what it is. 

“There is a loss of fait in the 
laws, that we ourselves have made. 
And we no longer trust—in the 
poets’ phrase—to our  pattent 
strength to change them as we will, 
| but without abiding by the process 
of change or of alteration, we 
choose ourselves to flout and to 
deny them, forgetting «hat the 
very law we flout today may be 
our only protection and defense. if 
we need it tomorrow. 

“Ah, I am inclined to think that 
perhaps this doubt and skepticism 
strikes a deeper source still, and 
that faith is no longer so firm, so 
| well founded, as it was in the days 
gone by, in the great precepts in 
the moral law themselves that reg- 
ulate the relation between the fi- 
nite and the Infinite and lie at the 
bottom of all institutions, of what- 
ever character. ' 

Who Are Responsible? 

“And if it be possible to find any 
men who are responsible for this 
great loss and for this sad and 
perilous condition, surely they 
speak in vain if they ask a verdict 
of approval upon themselves. 

“Who is it that has shaken our 
confidence in the officers of our 
Government, Ah, it is those who 
have themselves been proven to be 
corrupt, and have by their own 


corruption cast the baleful shadow 
of suspicion over all branches of 
the Government, whether they 
shared their perfidity or not. Who 
is it that brings into disrepute our 
laws’? It is those who turn to the 
law to secure privilege for them- 
selves, at the expense of their fel- 
low citizens.

ALBANY » N. Y., Oct. 17.—Be-

Mr. Wheeler declared that 6,- 
000,000 gallons of industrial alco- 
hol and much prescription drug 
store whisky was drunk last year 
illegally, 2500 new drug. stores 
started and 17,000 doctors took out 
whisky prescription permits for the 
first time. 

“Fifty-two per cent of the doc- 
tors in New York and Illinois pre- 
scribed 54 per cent of all the 
whisky consumed in the nation by 
that route last year,” he said. 


LAMONT BACK, SILENT ON 
REPORTED LOAN FOR FRANCE

NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—Thomas 
W. Lamont, partner of J. P. Mor- 
gan, who has been abroad with the 
financier attending to details of the 
German loan, returned to Wall 
street today, reticent on reports of 
a loan of $150,000,000 to France to 
“i floated here next week.

WHAT A BOY 


CAN DO

ECENTLY I visited a fifteen- 
R seer-oia farm boy who had 
worked diligently at hom: 
during the summer and had raised, 
unaided, 750 bushels of corn from 
12 acres. The corn’'s value is $825. 

But that is not all. This same 
youth did extra work in a truck 
patch, raising melons and vege- 
tables for sale and for the home 
table, easily amounting to an addi- 
tional $175. So there is $1000 in 
produce from the hand of one boy. 

My young farm friend did not 
know he had done anything urn- 
usual. “All the boys in our neigh 
borhood work that way,” he sai... 

No farmer has the moral right 
to cheat his boy by overwork in 
the field and under-attendance at 
the school. While the boy who 
raised the $1000 in food perhaps 
worked rather too many hours, 
he was at the right jobs 

Give him six hours per day dur- 
ing the summer, with frequent ha't 
days for going to the ball game, 
and for hikings over the hills, and 
you have an ideal plan for a man 
in the making. Let him keep up 
a bit of easy reading. Make it a 
work-study-play plan, with the em- 
phasis on the first and the last, 
then see that he has only ligh. 
tasks to perform daily while he is 
attending school. 

The matter which impressed me 
while enjoying this farm boy’s con:- 
pany and hearing his story was his 
keen, practical intelligence. He 
knew how to do many things worth 
while and could explain intimately 
the entire procedure. He plowed his 
corn five times, and with only a 
single horse. He knew the so'!. 
the climate, the nature and needs 
of every ordinary farm crop. Als» 
he had his own bank account and 
kept that under control. Indeed. 
he was my teacher for an hour. 

Industry is just as much a means 
of salvation of the whole boy—sou, 
and body—as classroom education. 
In fact, it is the whole boy and nc?‘ 
merely a part of him that need.
